Of Mans Creation,Fall, Reftitution,and Reſurrettion, how they diſprove 
the Opinion of the Soul, imagining the better part of Man immortall : - 
And proveth him(quatenus homo) wholly mortal, 

O omit tedious introductory Circumſtances, which are as 
commonly vſelcfle as prolix : Obſerve : That when God had 
| moulded, formed,and compleatly proportionated Adam of the 


Duſt of the gronud,he breathed in hu face the breath of Lives * , * Orig. 


and Man became a living Soul : Gen.2.7. That is,he gave that life-lefle 
Body a communicative rationall Faculty or property of life, in his 
kind : And ſoit became aliving Creature, or compleate a#3p»7%, of 
whom was the Woman, both innocent and free from ſin, and ſo from 
Death and mortality: For the wages of Sin s Death,Rom.5 12. 1 Cor. 
15.56. Thus Man wasgloriouſly immortall, yet no longer a Creature 
incorruptible,then during innocent : For (Ge».2.17.) God faid, of the 
Tree of the knowledge of good andevill thou ſhalt not eate of it, for inthe 
day thou eateſt thereof, thou ſhalt ſurely aye : that is, thy immortality 
ſhall be changed for mortality : Immortall Adam ſhall be made mor- 
tall,not a part of thee,but Thos (halt ſurely dye,even whole man, with- 
out the leaſt exception of any,the worſt or nobleſt part of him, unleſſe 
God had a mentall reſervation ; but even the ſame Thos that liveſt, Thos 
ſhalt ſurely dye : that muſt dye wherein was life : then ſurely if he had an 
immortall Soul, which is the life of the body, that muft be made mor- 
tall, The reſult of all which,is this : |

what fell of Adem,can be made lyable to condemnation ; and what of 
him ſtood, ſhall ftand, as well as the Angels thatnever fell : But 
Chriſt we are compleate,Coll.2.10, Therefore in Adam totally fallen. 

Further: If Adams fall was not a compleat change of his whole man- . _ ,, F; 
hood, from tmmortality to abſolute mortality ef the whole ; then*im © 
the day that he did eate (the forbidden Fruit,) He did not ſwrely dye ; for 
He implyes his Manhood ; (and my very Oppoſites contefle the Soul the 
very Eſſence and Being of Manhood : ) and [ in the Day] and [_ ſurely 
dye] imply, Execution as well as Tranſgreſſiontobe then ; tor both 
have <qually relation to the Day : 1» the Day that then eateſt thereof 
thou ſhalt ſurely dye :loas well may we ſay,he did not eat,as did not dye 
That Day.”

it became finfull and fubjeRt tofin, and fo of finall Condemnation in 
Hcl! at the length. I Reply ; That bcfore he finned he was fubje& to 
ſin,cr clfe he could not have finned, for quicquidet in atls, prize fwuit in 
porentia; and it the wages of ſin be death, then he muſt be of neceſſity 
ſubj<& to dearth the eftet, as well as fin the cauſe at the ſame time: And 
{o conſequently, the Sonls poſhibility of finning being produfted inte 
AXRuall f1,the Soul muſt have its wages, Atuall mortality. Further, if 
the Soules Death be onely that of Hcll ; then the principall or efficient 
cauſe deepeſt in the Tranſgreſfion was * leffe puniſhed, then the inſtru- *8.4%/*

ſhould be received before this Life. Morcover : Condemnation in 


Hell1s not properly, but remotely the reward of Adams Fall; For pro- 
perly Condemnation is the wages of * /»fidelity,or unbeleife in ChriP, 


- as Salvation is of Beleife ; So that none can be condemned into Hell, 


but ſuch as are actually guilty of refuſing of Chrift, becauſe immortali- 
ty or the Reſwrreftion cannot be by Propagation or Succeffion, as mor- 
tality from Adam to his Iſſue ; and ſo the Child thoug'. temporally, yet 
ſhall it not eternally be puniſhed for his Fathers fin, but his Condem- 
nation {hall be of hunſelf. 

Having thus from the Creation, Fall, Reſtitution, and Reſurrettion 
laid a ground-worke for this mortality, let us ſee how it commenſu- 
rates with the univerſality of Scripture and Reaſon.

How much leſſe on them that awell in houſes of clay, 
whoſe foundation i in the auſt, which are cruſhed before the moth , doth 
xot their excellencie which ts in them goe away ? they die even without 
Wiſdom. 

ob 14. 1,2. Manthat t born of a woman ts of few danies, and full 
of troubleghe commeth up like a flower, and i cut downe ; he fleeth alſo as 
a ſhadow ,and continueth not : (and ver.7.8:9.10.11.& 12.) For there 
is hope of a Tree, if it be cut downe, that it will ſprout againe ; and that the 
under-branch theresf will not ceaſe : though the root thereof wax old in the 
ground,and the ſtock thereof arie inthe earth ; Tet through the ſent of wa- 
ter it wil bud,and bring forth branches like a plant, But man dicth, and 
waſteth away : yea man giveth up the ghoſt, and where 15 he ? As the wa- 
ters faile from the ſea, and the flood decayeth and dryeth up : So man ly- 
eth downe andriſeth not till the heavens be no more, they ſhall not awake 
ont of their ſleep. 

P{il.103.15.16. As for man,hu dayes are as graſſe, as a flower of the 
field, ſo he flourifoeth ; far the wind paſſeth over it, andit 1 gone, and the 
place thereof ſhall know it no more. | 

From theſe two places compared we may ſee, that man (not his 
fleſh only, for that makes net man; but fl:ſh and ſpirit ſe»/# conjuntts 
make Man) is not as a Tree, when he is cut downe, whoſe ſpirit liveth, 
and ſprouteth forth,and continueth: but as the flowre of the-field, (not 
the ſtalke, but the bare flowre) which totally fadeth and periſheth : 
Therefore Man is wholly mortall : He ball dir, and the Sar of Man ſhall 
be made as grafſe, Iſa.51.12. | 2 Cor,

2 Cor.5.1.2.3.4. there our Being after death is called A building of 

«n houſe not made with hands, eternallin the heavens: with this the A- 
| poſtle defires to be clothed : and what it is he defines, viz. wortalirse 
ſwallowed up of life : whence it is moſt evident, that all his hope of fu- 
turelife was grounded upon the Reſurre&tioen, and that his hope was 
altogether grounded thereon, he confirmes, 1 Cor. 15. arguing , 1f 
Cbriſt be ngt riſen, the dead ſhould not riſe : and (ver. 18.) They which 
are fallen aſleep in Chrift are periſhed, and (ver. 14.) Then « onr faith 
alſo in vaine ; whoſe end (1 Per.1.9.) u the ſalvation of our ſonles, How 


ſhould then all be in vaine, if our -/oxes as ſoone as breath is out of the , 15. 45 


body cnter into glory ard ſalvation? For by that, though there were 
no Reſurretion of the fleſh, we ſhould receive the end of our Faith, the 
Salvation of our Soules : Nay further,he maketh all our hope to be in this 
life if there be no Reſwrrettion ; for ver.19. having ſhown the evils that 
tollow the denyall of the ReſurreRion, ſaith; 1f 3» rhes life onely we have 
hope in Chriſt, we are of all men moſt miſerable: whence plainly ap- 
peares,that the deniallof the RelurreAion confines all our hopes with= 
inthis hfe,and ſo all our ſufterings,perſecuations,prayers,faith,&c. were 
to no purpoſe : which could not be by this Soxlary fancy ofpreſent re- 
ward of beatitude afterthis lifc,

ration,for that is but as the laying down of a burthen, wherewith it was 
clogged and tyred, whereby it is made morelively ten thouſand times ; 


(as my Oppoſitesconfeſle; ) and ſo, can no more befaidto be dead, ! 124%!

Eccl.3.19. That which befalleth the Sons of Men befalleth Beaſts ;

Wherefore if their Breath be all one, then God breathed no other

1T im. 4.8.1 have fought a goodfghr,t have finiſht my courſe, ]have keys 
the faith, henceforth there u laid up for me a Crown of Righteouſneſs. 
which.the Lord the righteous Inage ſhall give me at THAT D AY, and 
not tome only,but to all them that love hu love his appearing. Here trom 
the finiſhing of his courſe a Crown being laid up, (whickiseven the 
{ame which Peter Epiſt; 1.cap.1.9. maketh the end of our faith, the Sal- 
vation of our ſoules) to begiven at THAT DAY, concludes an in- 
termiflion to him and us till then, 

1 Tim.6.14.16. Keep this Commendement untill the appearing of our 
Lord leſus Chriſt, who only hath immortality dwelling in light, which ns 
man can approach unto,mhomno man hath ſeen,nor can ſee. 

Whence apprareth,that noneeverentred into Heavenſincethe Cre- 
ation : And it is in vaine for my Oppoſites to ſay it 1s meant of the cor- 
putent matter only,for they make the Soul the very manhood : and none 
that enter thereingenter by halfes and-peecemeal : and this is confirmed 
by leh.3 13. And no mar hath aſcended into Heaven, but he that came 
down from Heaven,even the Son of man,which u in Heaven. 

Pſal.6.5. For in death there is no remembrance of thee, in the grave 
who ſhall give thee thanks ? 

Pſ[al.89 11.12. Shall thy loving kinaneſſe be declared in the grave ? 
or thy faithfulneſſe in deftruttion ? ſhall thy wonders be known in the dark? 
and thy righteouſneſſe in the Land of for getfullneſſe :

1ob.z. from th: 11.to 20. Why dicd 1 not from the wombe ? &-c. for 
now ſhould 1 have lyen ſtoll, and been quict, 1 ſhamldhave ſlept, and hey 1 
ſhould have been at reſt ; as a biddes. untimely birth, 1 bad not been; 4s 
Infants that never ſawdight : there the Priſoners reſt together they heare 
not the voce of the Oppre ſour. 

Hence followcthzthat duringthis Deaththere-isno more prefent Be- 

ing to.man, then toan-hidden abortive Embrioin this life; and no.

more capability, thenlight to unborne Infants ; nor moreoppreſſion 
or torment, then where there 1s none to oppreſl..: which is toſay,He ab- 
ſolutely 1S NOT: Anſwerableto that of /acob, me have ye bereaved of 
my children : Joſeph is not,and Simeon ts not, Gen,42.36, 

10b;4.17.19.20.21.Whoſe forndation ts in the duſtgthey periſs for ever: 
that is,ceaſ&to Be till the ReſurreAtion. | 

Lutke 20.37.38. Now that the dead are raiſed &c, relating to. Exod.3. 
6. 1am the Godof Abraham,&c. From whence Chrilt proveth the re-= 
ſurre&ion : But if Abraham, {/aar,ec. had then lived in their ſoules, it 
had been no Argument to prove the reſurrection ; for he had been the 
God of living foules Abraham, Iſaac, and lacob, thoughthere had been 
noreſurre&tion. Beſides, he faith a/ live wnto him : and this ſaying is a- 
ſcribed untothe dead : therefore,as well may we argue from thence, that 
they lived intheir-bot1cs, as fay, they were dead 1n body, butalivein 
ſoul unto'God : for it 1s impoſſible to be potentially and aQuilly living 
at the ſame time. 

Pſal.89.48. Phat man is be that liveth,and ſhall not ſceldeath ? ſhall he 
deliver his ſoul from'the hand of the grave ? Selah. 

AQ.1.31. He ſeeing this before, ſþabe of the Reſurre ton of Chriſt that 
bu ſoul was net left in Hell neither his fleſh did ſee corruption : whence is 
cleare, that:ſpirit, life, breath, or ſoul are ſubje& tothe grave,as well us 
bodyor fieſh;/for Chriſts ſonl.as well as his fleſh was in Hel;that is,the 
grave or bonds of death : ſo'that he wholy and thoroughly died for us. 

Ecc1.4.1.2.3.doth ſhew, that the living ſuffer oppreflion, but tothe 
dead is none: and cap. 9.4 5. they know not any thing ; for a living 
Dog #« better then adead Lion : therefore, P/al. 146.2. David faith, 1 
will ſing prayſes unre my God while ] have any being ; implying that in 
death is there 19 'none: And 149,414. Ozr lifes even a Vaponr that 
appeareth for 4 little time,and then vaniſheth away, And Rev.16.3.every 
living ſoul in the Sea dyed : and cap. 30.4.5. dead ſoules lived again. Aud 
Pſal.39.5. munat hu beft eftate us altogether vanity; compared with 
Rom. $8.19. the creatwre was made ſubjelt to vanity ; that is corruption, 
all which declare mans totall death. And AZ#.23.6. & 24.21. & 26. 
6.7. moſt «clearly ſhewthat all bope of future life and Being ts in the 
Reſurre&ton. | 

Thus much of Scripture,now to Naturall Reaſon, { 
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CHAP. IINI. 
Naturall Reaſons to prove it : with Objellions Anſwered. 


F we willrationally argue conccrning the Soul,it is neceſſary to de- 
fine what that #, to which #8 18 aſcribed ; But ſince it is detined by 
ſome one way, by ſome another way, I ſhall produce ſome Opinions 
about it ; and then bring the moſt rationall to tryall, omitting the more 
frivolous : viz, 
The Stoicks held it A certaine blaſt hot and fierie : or the vitall ſpirit 


: of the blood : The Cretians,Blood: Gallen,a certaine exhalation of the 


pureſt blood: Zeno,C leanthes, Antipater and Poſſiedonins,a hot comple- 
xion,or cor poreall quality diffuſed through the whole body : Democritus, 
Fire, and his opinion was, the round Attomes being incorporated by

Hemorie : Ariltotle in bis Plyſoly, into vegerative, ſenſitive, motive, 
appetetive intetlettive: And Ambroſe Parey, pag. 895. faith, the ſoxle 
5 the inward Entelechia, or the primative cauſe of all motions and funtti- 
ens both naturall and animall, and the true Forme of a mas : It ſeeth, hea- 
reth, ſmelleth, tencheth, taſteth, imagineth, judgeth, &c. And moreex- 
aQtly pag.83.1ib.3.cap.1, he {aith, the ſoule is commonly diſtinguiſhed 
iato three Faculties : Animal, Vitall, Naturall : The Animall, into 
Principall, Senſervve, Motive : The Principall, into Imaginative, (ſea- 
ted in the upper part of the braine) Reaſonable, (the middle part of the 
braine,) 4emorative, ( Cerebellam) or after-braine. The Sexſetive, 
into Seeing, (the eyes) Hearing, (the eares) Smelling, (the noſe) 
Taſting, (the tongue; pallat): Toxching, (the body) The Acotive, into 
Progreſſive, (legs) Apprehenſive,(hands.) 

The Yall, into Dilarzve, or parts for refpiration, (weaſon, lungs) 
Coxcottive, or parts for vitall motion,(heart and arteries,underſtood by 
the Pulſificke Facultie. | 

The Naturall, into Natrative, Ative,Generative : which three are 
performed by the help of the Attrattive,(thegullet ) Retentive,(low- 
er paſſage or the ſtomack) Concottive, (body of the ventricle ) Aſſimn- 
lative,(three ſmall guts) Expx/ſve, (three great guts. ) | 
Anguſtine 
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Angouſtine and Athavaſine ſay, it is a ſubſtance created, a ſpirit intellia 


ent, inviſible, immortall,incorporeall like the Angels, & 

And there be ſevcrall Opinions of its Bedy : Lacipps and Hippar 
chus (ay, it hath a fierie Body : Critias and Anaxemines, Woelnor and 
others 41 aeriall body : Hefiod,an earthly : Epicurins, fierie and airic: 
Zenophon, watry and earthly + Drone, a middle betwixt vhe [pirit and the 
body : Didimms and Origen,a third jubſtance. | 

Divers ether conceptions and fancies there be, to nphold: this ridi- 
culous invention of the Soule traduted from the Heathens,who by the 
Book of Nature underſtood an immortality after Death ; but through 
their ignorance how, or which way; this invention (reported to be 
Plates) was occaſioned, and begat agenerall belicfe : and ſo they, and 
after them the Chriſtians have thus ſtrained their wits to ſuch miſerable 
ſhifts, to define what it #4,but neither conclude any certainty,or give ſa- 
tisfaion therein. Yet ſince it is generally concluded to be in man,and 
of man ; but what, where, or how no man knowes, though ſuch ſeve- 
rall opinions be, if but examined : Ile pitch upon thoſe which afford 
moſt conceptory definition : that is, that of Ari/torle, Neme/ira,or Am- 
broſe Parey, which make the Souleto be all the internall and external 
Faculties of Man joyntly conſidered : or Man Anatomized : and there. 
ro Reply thus. 

All the Faculties of Man (/enſ# diviſo or conjuntto) are all, and each 
of them mortall ; as well thoſe that are peculiar to man, as thoſe that 
are common to Beaſts : and if all thoſe, with his corpulent matter com- 
pleating Man,be proved mortall ; then the invention of the Soule upon 
that ground vaniſheth : which I thus prove. 

All elementary compoſitions or Temperatures are mortall, and 
tranſitory ; 

But Mans Facultics a minore admajus are Temperatures : 

Ergo, Mortall. 
The A4»or is thus proved. 

That which is ſubj.A to intention and remiſſion is a Temperature : 

- Butall Mans Faculcies, yea thoſe of Reaſon, Conſideration, Science, 
&c. all that diftinguifh Man from a Beaſt, are augmented by Learning, 
Education, &c, leflencd by Negligence, Idlenefſe,&c. and quite nullie 
fied by Madueſſe : Ergo. 

That theſe Faculties are Temperatures, I further prove thus : 

A Temperature is a Quality ; anda Quality may be in the SubjeR, or 
abſent from it, without the deſtruction of the ſame ſubjeR. 

But Reaſon, Undcritanding, &c. may be abſent from the Body their 
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Subject and yetithe Body living : 25, in mad men, and perſons in the 
Falling-ſickneſſe ; and none will deny they are men at that ſame time : 
Ergo. 

Objett. Qualities of the Body areſubje&to ſenſe : But Vnderſtand- 

ing,&c. ſubjet tenone: Ergo. | 

Anſw. A hotand drie braine is quick-witted, which by moiſture and 
coldnefie i3 altered : and ſo we are diſpoſed according tethe preſent 
conſtitution of our Bodies. 

If this ſufficenot, I adde : that, an efteR is by pafſion from the cauſe, 
asS motion cannot be without paſlion from that which moycth: for take 
away the cauſe, and the motion ceaſeth : tolle canſam tollituy effe ws : 
Therefore quicknefle of wit cannot be without paſſion from heat and 
dryncfle : for over-power that hot and dry braine with moiſture and 
coldnefle, as may be with Opinm, and the hotneſk:and drynefſe thereot 
ceaſeth, and dulnefle followeth. | 

Further,even from my Oppoſites Aſſertions I prove this Soul they 
fo talk on, to be clementall, as # oo/nor and others, who aſcribe unto 
it an Aeriall Body ; Fcr whatſoever is Aer#a/l isclementall, elſe could 
it not be Aeriall : 

Ergo, this Soule iselementall, and ſo finite, | | 
If this immortall ſpirit have an Aerial! Body; I wonder what would 
become of it, it a living man were Uloſed up-in a Veſſel), which were ſo 
ſoll:d every where, that the Aire could not poſſtbly eyacuate,and there 
the man dye ; either it muſt periſh with the man,or elſeremaine there, 


13.'Abſ. through which there is no paſſage for its Aeriall Body : So that he "ſo 


martyred hath an ill-favoured Paradice for his Soul. 

And further, experience tels us, If the former Brain-pay be hurt, the 
Senſes are hindred, but the Cogiration remaineth ſound. 

It onely the Midale-pan be harmed, the Cogttation js maimed ; -but 
the Seat of Senſe keeps all the five Senſes whole : If any hurt betall both 
to the Former and 1iadle-pan,both Senſe and Copitation decay. 

If the Hinder-parn be diſordered only, the Memerie alone,and neither 
Senſe nor Cogitation receive harme. 

Sothat inveritie, Man is but-a creature whoſe ſeverall parts-and 
members are endowed with proper natures of Faculties, each fubſervi- 
ent to other, to make him aliving Rationall Creature ; whoſe detrecs 
or exccUencies of naturall Faculties make him-in his kind more excel- 
lent then the Bcaſts : So that though P arey and others doe foexcellent- 
ly ſet forth his feverall endowments orpropertics of his ſeverall mem- 
bers, it doth notfollow , that thoſe Faculties together arc a hy - of 
tnemM- 
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themſelves immortall : Foras\'the members cannot be perfe&t mem- 
bers without them,ſo they cannot be faculties without their members ; 
and ſeparation cannot be without deſtruftion of both ; As attraRion or 
heat is the property of fire, whieh cannot be, if fireceaſe; nor fire be, if 
it ceaſe : and as well may we ſay the heat of the fire ® continueth, after 
the fireis deadout, as thoſe Faculties when their Body is dead : for 
ſpoyle one,ſpoyle both ; kill ene, kill both this is in that, and that is in 
this : The Forme 1s ſointhe Matter, and the Matter fo inthe Forme ; 
aS thercby, and not elſe, isan Exiftence, or Humane Entity: And their 
Being is 1n this Ynion,and their YVnion is in this Being : So that, take a- 
way Forme,and Matter cexſeth; take away AMatter and Forme ceaſeth: 
deftruttio vnins e3t interritunnalterins. The Ferme is the Forme of the 
Matter,and the Hatter the Matter of the Forme;neither of themdclves 
but cach by other, and beth together make ove Being : therefore if one 
Be by the other, and thereby Both together; then ove cannot conſiſt 
with the other,but mult Both periſh together : For nothing can conſiſt 
without that,by which it is. 

But ſuppoſe on the contrary, oe could conſiſt without the other, as 
they {ay the Soul can without the: Boay ; then oxe may be generated 
without the other, Sonl without Body, and ſo according to their pre- 
poſterous precepts, it is not unnaturall fora Woman to bring fortha 
* Spirie,that hath neither flie(h,blood nor bones, inſtead of a Child. 

Orif oxe:Be without the other, . as Forme without Matter ; Maſſe 
concepted, without the Facultie conceprive't then ſhould all corpulent 
Subſtances beas infinite as God;wit hout deginning, *.and Be of them- 
ſelves, and; themſelves Gods : But I hope all grant both impoſſible : 
Therefore they muſt as well end together as begix together ; and begin 
together as endtogether. Moreover,expericnce further telsus,that they 
neither can Be, nor confiſt without other : For if Nature be deprived 
more;or lefle in her work of conceprion of kerdn&( her Formes or con- 


ceptionsbeing by her powers Formative or conceptive, or her Formed. 


Faculties by her Facultive Formes) her Effe& is accordingly : 1t mem- 
brally impedited,a membrall impediment ; if totally impedired, a totall 
fruſtration ; of Hatter and Forme,in Both: For hethat 1s born without 
any member,bathne1ther Formenor Facaliythereof at all : or withany 
membrall i ;perfe&tion,: that part hath'not'its-perfe&ion cither of 
Forme or Facalty: io commeth it that ſome are borne Fooles, andne- 
ver canbe witc : Therefore their originall Beizg muſt be together. 
 Andthat theirultimarc end is together, . we ſee, that the Eye 15no'Eye 
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the other Senſes and Faculties e minore ad majns; Wherefore,membral 
perfetionis not ſo much in ape as in virexe ; and virtuall perfettion 
not ſo much in Maſſe as in due proportion, and both joyntly make natu- 
rall perf: tion, which is the gift of Gd, or natures generall snftint : So, 
aS onecan by no meanes be without the other, ſo one cannet /xb//# 
without the other ; For could there be a Facultive ſubſtance (as that of 
the Soul 15 made) without its body ; then a man 4 might live when his 
hcad were cut off; yea, were his whole body quite burnt and conſumed 
away, except hisGREAT TOE, he, even hu Soul might as well 
liveinkis GREAT TOE, as bore in his whole Maſle ; yea,bet- - 
ter in that,then withont all,as they childiſhly ſuppoſe. 

Therefore,they may as well ſay, the Popes Soul isinhis GRE AT 
T O E when' men kiſſest,as ſay,the Soul liveth, when the Body dieth. 

Furthcr,this Facsliive Gift, or Natures endowment can no more be 
ſaid to be a ſubliltent living Spirit, without its Receptacle, then the 
Sun-beames without the Sun, which are the gift or property of the Sun, 
But the Being of this communication muſt be in the Subject, as levitie 
inthe Fire,ponderoſitie inthe Earth: And though the natures of things 
be immediate communications of Gods Power to Nature, yet disjun- 
Rively thoſe communications are no Extiries, without God be ſo many 
 ſeverall Beings ; for in that ſence they are not communications but ab- 
ſolute Beings of themſelves ; tor betwixt Faculty and Subjett is a Rela- 
tion tocommunication, aSbetwixt Father and Son to Fatherhood; rei- 
ther without other, nor it without both : and to ſay notwithſtanding, 
as this fancy of the Soxl importeth, that there may ve a Facultive $ub 
ſtance withont irs Swbjett ; then Natures ſeverall Facnlties mult not be 
the ſeverall communications of One Beixg,but ſo © many abſolute irrela- 
tive Betngs of themſelves : So that this Dofrine of the Sox! implyeth, 
no* God; ifa Goi,ſfo many ſeverall Gods as Faculties : and if but ONE, 
then it chops * that ONE ſmaller then hearbs to the pet : Therefore Fa- 
culty ceaſcth with its Subjett, or with the Suhjett God gathereth to 
himſ«lf the power, and yet his power no more bywerrattion,then lefle be- 
tore by communication ; and ſo but One Being,in whoin all things «re,or 
one Exs Entium. | 

Moreover,thoſe ſeverall Facslties cannot be united or comprehended 
1n one bogy, but by the ſeverall members of the ſame boay ; for welce, 
if the member decay, the facxlty decayes : Therefore their unite ſub- 
ſtance mult be terminated #zembr ally in the body : And if it were poſli- 
ble they could fubfiſt ſeperated from their members ; then in that ſepe- 
ration their Being could not be conjun& or wnize, for want of et 
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which tyed them together,che ſeveral members : And ſo, ifany Being, 


ſo many ſeverall Beings as ſeverall Faculties : if any Soul, ſo many *fe- w 21.46 


verall Soxles : a Phautaſticke Sonul,a Rational Soul a Herworative Soul, 
a Seeing Sonl,a Hearing Sonl, a $ melling Soul, a Taſting Soul, a Touch- 
ing Seut,with divers other Souls of all forts, and ſizes : as, ſaving yorr 
preſence,an* Evacuating Soul,&c. 

And further,that theſe Facn/ties are thus in their Subjefts, andare 
not without them, (as accidens non eft niſi 5u ſabjefto) we ſee, that they 
increaſe and grow with their S#bje&s, and perfe&t together : For a 
Child is totally proportionated (as Adam when God formed him of the 
Earth) before the vitall Facxlty be aftuall, (as Parey ſaith) and the Ra- 
t:onallrequireth a due procefle of time after birth, before it be ripe to 
bring forth thefruit of Kationality, &as its Subjetft groweth and ripeneth, 
ſoit 1ncreaſeth and perfceth: for it is impoſſible,that the thing which 
15not actualin it ſelf,ſhould have a ſecond thing auall in it;and Rati- 
ouality 1n. an Infant,is no more in it,then a Chickisn in the egge, only in 
poſſe : therefore a Child cannot poſſibly ratiocinare,before it be aually 
 Rationall; which cannot be before Org annicall perte&ion : For Reaſor 
cannot Be, and not ſhew it ſelf; (hew it ſelt and not Be; forits Being 
iS 1tsS Rationality,and its Rationality 11s Being : therefore as its Organs 
are potentiallit is potentiall ;and as its Organs are weake and imperfett, 
it is weak and iwperfett; and as they are perfet, it is perfett : Therefore 
Faculties increaſe with theirS#djefts,and it increaſe,they multCecreaſ.. 

Anatomize Man, Take a view of all his Lineaments and Dimenſions,of 
all his members and Facwlties, and confider their ſtate ſeverally, and all 
are tranſitory even all that gocth to the Sybject Mas is corruptible,and 
himſelf but x Bundle of corruptien,or curious Maſſ: of vicilitudes, It all 
of Man that goeth to his Manhood be mortall, where then, or what is 
this immortall thing the Sox/ they talke of ? we have examined all his 
parts and faculties, and find even all mortall : It is not ſure his prima 
materia though ingenerable, incorruptible, inſenſible, indefinite, &c. Nor 
his Forma prima, that principle which firſt gives Eſſence to a naturall 
Body ; the firſt Ative principle, i»forming and figurating the Firſt 
Matter, ſm appetentem; for both are generall te-the whole Creation, 
whoſe Efficient Caxſe is onely immediately God himſelfe, by whoſe 
power all things that are made ſhall be returned to that of which they 
were made, their ateri« prima, or created matter : So that, (as Ss- 
lomon ſaith, ) 34an hath no preheminence above a Beaſt even one thin g be- 
falleth them, 

What Reafon is there now;that ſans Faculties ina higher Degree, 
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ſhould be an immortall Spirit, more then a Beeffs in a lower degree ? 
bat both elementary and finite, 

Further, if it be not unnaturall that Seeing, Hearing, &c. ſhould be 
producted by aiiEl/ementary operation,as none deny in the propagation 
of Beaſts : why isnot the rational facultie in'Han as naturall in Has, 
and may as well be produfted elewextarily by Man, as the other by 
Beafts,and be as actually mortall ? If this fuflice not, obſerve ; Sub- 
ſtantia non recipit majiu ant minus, a Giant is no more a man then a 
Dwarfe : there may be a graduall diſtintion, and yet no Eſſential dit- 
ference ; Degrees of Faculties 1n ſeverall perſons, and yet the Faculties 
the ſame, and of one nature,though not cqually excellent : and the De- 
gree doth not make a Facaltie more aFacultie,or lefle n Facultie:There- 
fore, if the ſaid Facslties in aninferiour Degree be elementary, ſo muſt 
they ina ſupcriour : But in Brzzes, whom none deny to be wholly 
mortall, and all their Facx/tzes elementary, have our meſt noble parts 
and Facslties (cattered amongſt them, though in an inferiour degree : 
As Ambroſe Parey ſaith, (Lib.2.cap.1.) If we will ailigently ſearch into | 
their nature,we ſhall obſerve the impreſſions of many virtues: as,of Mag- 
nenmity,Pruaence, Fortitude, Clemency, Docility, Love, Carefulneſſe, 
Providence ; yea, Knowledge, Vnderſtanaing, Memory, &c. is common 
to all Brutes ; the Aﬀettions and Paſſions of the Mind, all his 2 walities 
good and bad,and every Facsltie he hath is to be,found more or lefle a- 

moneſt them : And Parey further ſaith, They are of quicke ſenſe, 0b[cr- 
vant of the Rutes of Friendſhip andChaſtity they ſubmit themſelve; to the 
Diſcipline of Man,they have taught Man many things, XC, 

The Hare is eminent for Aemory,the Dog for Apprehesxſion and Fi- 
delity, the Serpent for Wiſaome, the Fox for Snbtiiltie, the Dove for 
Chaſtity and Innocency,the Elephant for Docility, Modeſty, and Grati- 
:#de, Plinic faith, be commeth neare the under itanding of a man ,that they 
worſyip the Moon and Stars : Plutarch,that they worſnip the Sun riſing. 
The Ape iseminent fer Imitation and Yaaerſtaxding, the Turtle for 
Love, the Crocosile for Deceit, the Lambe tor Patience, the Waſpe for 
Anger, &c. and for his Five Senſes he is by them exceld. 

 Aper auditx nos vincit, Aranea tatts, 
Vsltur odorats, Linx viſu, Simia guſts. 

Thus Man #» ſen/u aivi/o is to be found amongſt the other Creatares, 
and 1n him alone thole ſeverall Facxlties are eminent ſenſ# conjuntto, 
and {o only capable of God: Therfore thoſe Facnlties being elementary 
in an inferiour Degree, inan inferiour Creature , why may they got be 
elementary in a ſupcriour Degree in a {uperiour Creature ? ke 
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Now from all, this followeth, that if in man be an immortali ſpirit, 
then divers other Creatures have the like,*though not in the ſame De- 
gree ; for if Degree thercin ſhould makeor mar the thing it ſelfe, then 
ome? would have no more Soules then Beaſts, and ſome le{kias Mad- »y 23-49/ 
men ; and Fooles no more ; and 1nfaxts lefle, If itbe the Rational! Fa- 
cutie, then all men are borne without Soxles, z and foine die* before * 24: 47 
they had Sonles,as Infants ; and ſomeafter * their Souter are gone, as y 77 4 - 
Mad-men that live and periſh in their wadneſſe; and jlome* would be «, ”; J 
borne, live,and die withent Soxles, as Fooles; and fome* woull have d 28. 46/7 
Soules but by fits and juevps, as Drunkards, perſons withthe Faling- 
ſickyeſſe,&c. nay all of us ſpend a great part of our dayes witheut our 
Soules,for while weare in ſound ſleep our Rationality ceaſeth pro teme- 
pore : Thus this Immortall Spirit goes and comes as occalion ſerves. 


CH AP. IE 
Objetlions from Natural Reaſons Anſwered. 
Ecaulſe I have onely met with one or twoin this kind, I ſhall give 
| a glance upon them, and paſſe to thoſe Objettions which are extor- 
ted from Scriprere,which are various. 

Objett. Wooln.pag.324. If the Soul be compenuded of the Elements, 
it will not follow, that it muſt needs be mortal; becanſe Corruption and 
Death comes not onely,nor ſo much from Propagation or Compoſition, as 
from divine Maledsiton : for the wages of fin is death : Withorr which 
even Adams Body ſhould have been immortall ai well as his Sonl. 

To which I anſwer. The Soule (by his owne grounds ) was chiefly, 
the body but inſtrumentally in the Tranſgrefſion : And fo, if the wages 
of fin be death,the Soule was under the ; Maledition as well as 
the Body - ſo that it (1f ſuch a thing be) loſt its ſupernaturality and im- 
mertality,as well as the body : Therefore, if by this Rule the Souls Im- | 
mortality may be plcaded, mnch © more may the Bodies. e 29. Abſ. | 

[ ſhould (according to the import ofthe Title of this Chapter ) have | 
produced more Objections in this kind : but finding Naturall Reaſon fi- 
lent therein, I Anſwer ſuch ſilent ones with filence. Needs mult Rea- 
ſon be ſilent in the defence of this fancie, ſince it cannot define what 
that is, to which this immortality is aſcribed : Yet ſome beyond all 
Reaſon to upheld this ignote cndleſle entitie , ſay, that though it can- 
not be defined what it is, yet it folleweth not that it & not ; as we can- 
not define what God is, yet it followeth not that there is no God : And 
ſoit mattereth not whether it be the Rational Facwltie, or no ; or what 
it &,ſo long as It zs. | 
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\ To this I Anſwer, That this is to make no diſtin&ion betwixt Reg- 
ſon and Madnefle; As if we were bound to belecve that, for whieh 
there is no ſenſe nor reaſon ; ſo might we beleeve there were ten thou- 
ſand Gods, yea blocks and ſtones were Gods ſufficient to ſave : But we 
find in Scripture and in Nature ſufficient to convince our Reaſons that 
there is but one God, and he that one whom we worfhip, though our 
Reaſons are not able fully to comprehend him ; ſo much of him wee 
know, aS our Reaſons is able to containe : whereas for this immortall 
ſpirit, there is not ſs much of it declared as may convince Reaſon what 
it z-,or that it 2; and to beleeve that it #, becauſe we cannot know what 
it x, ſhall be no Article of my Beliefe. 

Thus proved from Scripture and Reaſon, let us proceed tathe Reſo- 
lution of what from Scripture fhall be obtruded.

I Anſ\vyer : this is of the ſame nature, therefore muſt have the ſame 
Interpretation : for Pan did not preach one thing ts the Philippians, 
and the contrary to the Corinthians, "Beſides, ſuch manner of expreſ- 
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fions are not contradiory to this mortality ; forthough there belong 


time tothe Living till the Reſarrettion,there is none to the Dead; for Pſa.39.13 


from Adams death to his Reſurrettion at the end of the World, will be 
to him,as the twinkling of aneyetothe Living ; yea, the twinkling of 
an eyeto the living, is more time, then a thouſand, yea ten thouſand 
yeares is to the dead : For Beizg onely commenſurates with Time, or 
length of dayes; not to Be cannot poſſibly be capable thereof : So, that 
the Livings tedious anniverſary expeRtation of the Reſwrreftion, and 
end of their faith;is not a twinkling tothe grave : the Livings Fatare is 
the Deads Preſent : Therefore, it 1s well hgurated in Scripture by ſleep, 
as ſlept with hu fathers, 1 King.11.43. falne aſleep in Chriſt, 1 Cor.1 f 
1 8.&c. not that it is ſo long a time to the dead, but that in nature there 
is nothing ſo repreſents death, or non-being, as ſleep : So that this may 
take away all carnall ſecurity ; for who would not watch andpray over 
night, that knowes he mult die 1n the morning ? live well and be wa- 
ry to day, that muſt ri/e and anſwer to morrow ; beleeve to day, that 
would not be damzead, but ſaved to merrow : This adminiſters comfort 
to the rightcous, but terrour to the wicked. 

Objca.z. And it came to paſſe as her ſoule was in departing, Gen,zs5, 

18, Ergo, thereis ſuch a thing as the Soule, which continueth its Being 
after death. 
- Anſw. No ſuch matter; for the ſenſe of the words 18,45 fre was dying, 
or life a departing,for the following words fay /be dyed ; which could 
not be, if her ſoule (her conttitutive part) "lived ſtill, no more then a 
man can be ſaid to loſe his hand, when he loſes a finger. 

Object. 4. And he ſtretched himſelfe upon the Child three times, and 
cryed unto the Lord, and ſaid,O Lord my God, pray thee, let this Childs 
ſoule come into him againe : And the Lord heard hu voice, and the ſoxle 
of the Child came into him again,and he revived.1 K 2g.17.21.22. And 
Pre,14.22.it is ſaid, h# fleſh #pon him ſhall have pain,and hys ſoule within 
him ſhall monurne, © | 

Ergo, there u ſuch athing as the ſonle, 

Anf. It it be meant /ife or breath; whoſe Being is conſiſtent and ter- 
minated in a corpuler:t union © For, by that of the Chi/d, is meznt his 
breath or life,the thing that his corpulent matter wanted; as ver. 17.im- 
plyeth, which faith,bz icaneſe was ſo ſore, that there was no breath left 
in him : Therefore,that which was gone, was prayed for, this breath or 
life, xs his Anſwer farther proveth, which was,andit revived. 

And by Soexl in that of 1ob is meant,his conſcience ; whoſe ſeat is in 
the reaſonable ard memorative Faculties, Therefore, theuſe of the word 
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Soxle 1n thoſe places, doe not prove ſuch a thing in man as is ſuppoſed : 
For in Scripture it is variouſly uſed upon various occaſions. It is put 
for the fowarh , Prov.27.4. forthe eyes, ler.13:17. for the heart, 
1 Saw..18, for God,Prov.9.16. Heb.10.38. ler.14.17. for the dead 
body,Pſal.16.10. forthe whole man,Levit.7.19. & 4.1. Attr7. 14, 
Nuw.15.39. Rom.13.1. Gen.12.5.6 46. Att, 2.41, 1 Pet,z.20. 
far breath, Att.20.10. for l5fe,1/a.5 3.17. 

Therefore, from thoſe places thoſe parts may as well be proved {o 
many Soules, or Spirits of Immortality, as from thoſe where it is put 
for Breath or Life, its Bring be proved,or ſuch an immortall exiſtence 
to be in the body. 

ObjeR. 5. For which canſe we faint not ; for though our entward mar 
periſh, yet the inward « renewed day by day. 
Ergo, there 1s ſoule and body in man. 

Anſw. It is not ſaid, Though oxr fleſb periſh, yet our ſoules i renewed; 
then *cwere ſomething to little purpoſe, but it is ſaid, oxy ontward man, 
which compared with what is meant by #2ward mar, muſt necds be 
whole man; for by inward man is meant faith or work of grace, 
(Rom.1.17. & 14:8. & 8.x. 2 Cor.5.17.) whichis no part of na- 
turall man : fothat without it or its renewing we are men perfect, as 
wellas wihit. 

Object. 6. Who knoweth the ſpirit of man , that goeth upward ; and 
the ſpirit of a beaſt that goeth downward to the earth? Wherefore man 
hath a ſoule that goeth preſently to Heaven,but the beaſts to the earth. 

 Anſw. It cannot beare that ſenſe ; for immediately before he faith, 

their breath s all one, there 1s no difference, as rhe one ayeth ſo dyeth the 
other ,and goeth to one place,the duff : Therefore, if the beaſts be rever- 
ſed into the elements, ſo muſt mans. The meaning I take to be thus,thas 
ſuch a wonderfull thingis the breath of a man, that breathetk upward, 
and the breath of a oeall tkat breatheth downward, (for Sparit fignift- 
eth breath) according to that of O14 : 

Pronaque cum fpettent animalia ceteraterram, 

Os Homini ſublime aeait,co:lumque videre 

Inſſit, & erettos ad ſidera tollere vultus. 
that its Faculty how it z, is paſt finding out : for Art in all her imita- 
tions could never touch that ſecret with her penfill. 

Obje&. 7. Feare not them which kill the body, but are not ab 
to kill the ſoule, but rather feare him, who u able to deftroy both ſonle and 
body in hell. 

Anſw. This carrycs thefacc indeed of the foules immortality hey 
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ifthe interpretation muſt be confined to that ſence,it overthrow4s the 
current of the whole Scriptzres: Wherefore, my opinion of it is,that by 
[not able to kill the foul ] is meant, (as Luke hathit, c.12.4) have no 
more that they can ds : that is, though they have power over this life, 
which is ſowen in corruption, they have none over that which is ray/ed 
in incorrwption, But rather feare him which u able to deſtroy both ſoul 
and body in Hell; that, (as Luke hath #,) after he hath killed, hath power 
zocaſt into Hell, This doth not ſet forth any immortality before the 
Reſurrettion,but ihewes,that onely that is in Gods hand, and he onely 
able te touch it,that is,caſt it i»to Hed, That this muſt be ſo expounded; 
I further prove from the nox-extity of Hell; for there can be no caſting 
into Hell,before Hell be, which though it be ordained of 01d, 1/4.30.33+ No Hell 
it is but in poſſe, not in eſſe till the Reſurreion : For 1atisfaction, it 18 ;;7 ther e- 
convenient to declare what we mean by Hell : for Hell is diverſly uſed /,7re4ion, 
in Scripture : It is put for the grave, P/al.16.10. & 55.15. 1ſ4.14-15. 
for the Yhale in which Jonah was, [0n,2.2. for Sathans Kingdom lead- 
ing to Hell, 4444.16.18.4for Satay, or his malignant ſpirits, «9.3.6. 
for the place of the damned, 21at.5.29. & 10.28. Luke 12.5.& 16,23, 
2 Pet.2.4.and this laſt, [ the place of the damned? is that which we 
meane by Hell : and it islikewiſe variouſly called : as, outer darkxeſſe, 
FAat 22.13. & 23.33. wrath to come, 1 Theſ.,1.10. 5.9. Chaines of 
axrkeneſſe;2 Pet.2.4. Jude 6, erernall fre, Jude 23.ſecond death, Rev.to. 
16, bottomleſſe pit, Rev.9.2. the place of torment, Rev.14.10.& 20.10. 
Lake of fire, Rev.29.20. & 21.8. everlaſting puniſhment, Mat.25.41. 
46. blackne ſe and darkneſſe for ever, Iude 13. Thole ſeverall exprefſi- 
@ns are generally taken to et forth the end of the Reprobate, or the ex- 
ecution of Gods wrath upon them : Therefore, if none of the formenti- 
oned places that Hell is put for,faye that of the place of tle damned, be 
taken for Hell,then moſt of thoſe ſeverall expreſſions ſuite with it : but 
the expreſſions in generall grant no immediate ex-cution after this 
death, but imply the contrary,as we may ſee,it we exainine them. 

Firſt,in Mas,22, 13. where it is called owter darkyneſſe, and 23.jv. 33. 
damnation of Hell,compared with cap.,25.41.where it is faid,T hen ſhall 
he ſay unto them on the left hand, depart from me jeecurſed into everlaſt- 
ing fire prepared for the Divel aydhis Angels: to this adde 2 Cor.5.10, 
For we muſt all appeare before the Iudgment Seate of Chrift, that every 
one may receive the things done in the fleſh, whether goodor evil: andto 
theſe adde 1 The/c1.10, & 5.9. whereit is called,vrath to come; which 
thus compared ſhew plainely,it istocome ; elſe execution muſt go be- 
fore Judgment, which ina Common-wealth would be _ 

jultice, 
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e 29.46/, Juſtice, © as firſt to hang men,and then judge them. At the day of Judg- 


ment we all mult receive our reward according to our deeds good or 
bad, THEN ſhall he ſay nnto them on bis left hand &c. and not before 
T HEN : for it cannot be twice received ; therefore, itis fitly called 
wrath to come; and the very divels confirme this themſelves, ar.$.25, 
art thou come to torment us before the time ? which proveth plainly,that 
thetime of their torment was not come : and if the Dive! cannot be 
believed, God further clearesit, 2 Pet. 2.4. For if he ſpared not the Angels 
that ſinned,but caft thems down to Hell, and delivered them into Chaines 
of darkeneſſe, to be reſerved unto Indgment. And Inde 6, The Angel; 
which hept not their firſt eſtate but left their own habitatson,he hath reſer- 
ved in everlaſting Chaines, unto the 1udgment of the great day : In both 
which places it is ſaidgthey are reſerved unto Indgment : and Inde ver,7, 
to the Reprobate ts reſerved the blackeneſſe for ever: and to this adde 
Rev. 20, 10.1T,12-13-14-I5. Which cleatly ſhew, that at theday of 
Judgement both Diyels and Reprobate together ſhall be caſt into the 
Lake of fire : Therefore,it reſerved for both till then, Ile be bold to ſay, it 
ſhall not betill,nor before ther. | 

Moreover, Rev.19.20.it is {aid,the beaſt and the falſe Prophet and them 
that worſhipped his image were caſt alive into the lake of fire and brim- 


ftoxe : and £20.10. And the Devil that deceived them, was caſt into the 


Lake : and this v.6. & 14. 18 called the ſecondatath : therefore, this ca- 

ſting into the Lake muſt be after the Fal of Antichrift, and after he hath 

done deceiving ; and not before; for if he be there now, he hath 

done deceiving ; for oncethere, it is impoſſible he ſhould gecezve 2 but 

that he hath nor,there is more witneſſes,then ſtars in the Skie, or ſands 

inthe Sea; our innumerable ſinnts whoſe juſt reward is the ſecond death, 
It it be Queſtioned, where then the Divels are ? 

Obſerve, they are but Creatures, and ſuch as are fallen from their 
Heavenly manſions ; therefore, within the Sublnnary compaſie, ſo that 
as the Earth is the proper place for ponderous and groſle bodies:and the 
Devils being more ſubtile and aiercal may be referred to the air; and not 
without ground from Scriptare : for Epheſ.2.2, the Devil is called the 
Prince of the power of the aire : ſo that their caſting into Hell, muſt be 
the aire : and Hell may as well be put for the aire in thoſe places, as.in 
other for the grave, &c. their priſon, or place of cuſtody, as the grave 
tothe dead. And Rev,12.9. tis ſaid, he was caſt into theearth, and hi 
Angels cc. 

This premiſed, Hel and D awmnation not yet ; well might ignorance 
ſtraine it ſelf into ſuch 1ncertaine conceits about the place of it's Being, 
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and it not as yet: Some have feigned it in Zdownt .ctna,lomein the Fe- 
ment of Fire, which 1s betwixt the upper region of the Aire and theGlobe 
ofthe Moon ; ſome to be inthe Caves of the Earth, and Conanits of the 
Sea; ſome only in the Sea, as Archer in his Perſonall raigne of Chriſt 
mentions,becauſethe Divels were calt into the Swize, which ran vio- 
lently down a ſteopplace into the Sea, Mar. .3, ſurcly,they might as wel 
fay,they have f Milſtones about their necks, becauſe it is alſo {aid, better 
a milſtone were tyed about 11 neck, and he caſt into the bottome ef the Sea : 
for the one followeth no more then the other : Some (ay,it is inthe earth 
equally ſo far diſtant from the ſarface,as Heaven is above it : as Phillips, 
&c. and this he labours to confirme with Scriptwre ; as, Pro.15.4. The 
way of life is above to the wiſe, that he may depart from Hell beneath, and 
Phil.2.10, That in the name of leſus every knee ſhould bow, of things in 
Heaven, and things in Earth, and things under the Earth : 1.e. in Hell 
faith he. And Luke 16. The rich man ſaw Abraham afar eff,aud Laza- 
rus in hus boſome : And Ezch.31.18. Tet ſhalt thou be brought down with 
the Trees of Eden unto the nether parts of the Earth, 

But thoſe and ſuch like places which literally ſeem to import Hell, 
conclude thething no more, then other literall expreſſions prove God 
to have corpulent eyes, cares, hands, &c. but are expreſſions after the 
manner of men,to ſhew the gradation of condition betwixt the wicked 
and the righteous,the one the extreamelt dedaſement, the other the ex- 
treameſt exaltation, which could not be better figurated to ſence, then 
by Heaven and Earth. 

And in particular thus : The firft,as Pro.15.24. is litterall or figura- 
tive, which interpretation can neither be canonicall nor rationall ; for 
thercby wile men mult not tread upon theg ground, but muſt walku 
on the Azre,or upon the water,as Chriſt arid-Peger upon the Sea,(Mar. 
14.25.29.) and there only the way of life ; for " Yaith ehciy way ts above, 
Forthe {econd ; as, P411.2.10. that is both prophericall and fignrarive, 
' toſhew how in proceſl- of time all Degrees [hall ſubjet ro Chriſt : 
Angels, Men,Beaſts, Devils,and Death, whoſe Degrees is thus lite1ally 
exprefled to fence by Heaven, Earth, under the Earth; or Angels that 
are higheſt in dignity,and ſo coeleſtiall ; Aden and ſwblanars the midle, 
and fo terrcſtriall; Divels and Death the lowelt,and fo ſubterreſtrial). 

Thethird, as Luke 16. is parabolicall : (of which more anon) an4 it þ 22, Abſ. | 
feemes by this, if Hell be fo deep 1n the Earth, hthe Damned have won- | 
derfull good cyes,to {ee through the earths grofſe body, and the Heavens 
12, SphearesS into the Column Empyreum, to ſpy Lazarmw in Abra- 
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hams boſome ; or elſe Heaven mult be there too, even in the centure of 
the Earth : this is the conſequence of ſuch parabotical Arguments. And 
the 4:h, or laſt, as Ezek.,31.18. isakintothoſe ; for it is but to ſhey, 
how that Pharaoh inthe height of his pride and fury was brought to 
confuſion, which in the 15. v. isexprefied by, 1» the day when he wens 
down into the grave,and v.14. #nto death to the nether parts of the earth, 
to the pit ; and v.17. into Hell : all which ſhew butthe ſudden death, 
and utter confufion of Pharaoh and his Army : and at the ntmoſt, Hell 
here can be but put for death,or the grave , and not for any ſuch place of 
torment. 

There 1s yet an other Opinion of the place of Hell, which is the beft- 
that everT heard or read of, and that is (according to Archers judg- 
ment) the Earth reduced to its prima materia or created matter, which 
he ſaith cannot be conſumed, and there ſhall the Damned be caſt : But 
leaſt I ſhould dive further in the inquiſition of the place then my Com- 
miſſion will reach,lle leave it to the wofull experience of the damned at 
the day of Judgment. 

ObjeR. 8. ſuch aone canght up into the third Heavens : how that he 
was canght up into Paradice, 2 Cor.12.2.4. there Paradice us put for the 
third Heavens :. And to thi compare Chriſts Anſwer tothe thesfe upon 
the Croſſe : This day then ſhalt be with me in Paraaice : Therefore, Para- 
dice #s the third Heavens the place for the ſouls of the righteous, whither 
the T heifes ſoul went that day. 

Anſw. Fiiſt,Chriſt was not there that day himſelf; for his humani- 
ty was three dayes and three nights in the grave after his death. 

2'y, His whole hamanity (ſoul and body as *cis called) {uffered death, 
aS it was neceſſary, for if his body only ſuffered, what (kould our fouls 
| have done for a Redeemer ? (of this more hereafter ) fo that the laying 
of the prophet is fulfilled : P/al.16.10. For thos wilt not leave my 
in Hell, (i.e. his manhood in the grave) nor ſuffer thine boly One to ſee 
corruption : 1.e. or there to putrifie. 

3!y,If fo; then the ſouls of the righteous have an earthly fading habi- 
tation, forthe 12. Spheares areas the earth is a meer elementallcon- 
denſation ; and at the Day of the Lord the Heavens ſhall paſſe away with 
a great nojſe,and the elements ſhall melt with fervent heat : 2 Pet, 3.10, 
But their habitation js of a hetter and exduring ſubſtance, Heb,10.1 3. 
eteryall, 2 Cor,5.1. aninheritance incorruptible, and undefiled, andrbat 
fadeth not away, 1 Pet.1.4. whereas,this makes it mortall, cerruptible, 
and fading : fo that,the ſoul changeth but one corruptible earthly man- 
fienfor an other, that ſhall leet away, and »s more place ſhall be found 
for it, Rev.10.20. and 21.1. 4'y, Chriſt 
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4'y, Chrift was the firſt fruits of them that Nept, and thereby (as he 
tould his Diſciples) he went to prepare a place for ther in his Fathers 
houſe - 


Therefore if it were then to prepare,it was not then in eſſe, there could 
be none in, before it ſelf was in Being : fo that if Abraham, Iſaac, &c. 
as ſoon as they died, centred preſently therein, it is as if we ſhould be 
aRually ina Houſc before the Houle be built, or enjoy the Purchaſe be- 
fore the Price be paid,or Poſſeſſion had. \

65.15. For behold I create New Heavens and a New Earth,and the for - 8) for 
mer ſhall not beremembered,nor come into mind, Chap.66.the New Hea- ap me 
vens and the New earth ſhall remaine before me ſaith the Lord. And 2 Pet. xepy,.. g 
3-12, tis ſaid,e look for New Heavens and a New Earth, (after the dif- ::(70n.

To that and ſuch like expreſſions I Anſwer, that the word Heaven 
being kirteſt to exprefle the highneſle of its degree, and exaltation of its 
glory to ſence,is uſed for no other end : ſo that the meaning is, reſerved 
in big heſt dignity: tor Heaven in Scripture 18 oftentimes uſed,to expreſle 
the height and dignity of a thing,as, 1/4.14.12. 

Objett, Iſaiah,there ſhall be no more thence an Infant of dayes, nor an 
eld man that hath filled bis dayes : for the Child ſhall dye an hundred 
yeares old,ec, 

Anſw. That,if this be expounded by lohns Revelation, it cannot ad- 
mit of an interpretation ſutable to the ſtate of this world : for he faith, 
there ſhall be no death there, cap. 21.4. and before he ſheweth, that 
Death (the laſt enemy that ſhall be deftroyed)) was caſt into the Laks: 
Therefore,it is impoſſible there ſhould be any death there. So that thoſe 
expreſſions of 1/aiah are metaphorical, toexprefſe the durance of their 

ſtate, which 1ohn revealetb,to be for ever and ever, cap,22.5, Some in- 
deed attribute this of 1/aiah to the Thenſand years of Chrifts Raigne in 
the Goſpels glory, which commeth betwixt the Fall of the Beaſt and the 
wars of Gog ng g;to which though it ſhould relate,yet that dowble 
cord of Petey and John 1s {ufficient to confirm the thing, both without 
contradictien plainly and expreſly affirming this New Creation to be 
after the deſtruion of the 0/4.

Object. For Chriſt 1 not entred into the holy places made with hands, 


which are the figures ofthe true, but into heaven it ſeife, new to appeare in 
the preſence of God for ws, Heb,g9.24. | 

Anſw. If the ſubject or matter in hand of that phce be obſerved,the 
obſcurity or ſeeming contradiction hereto will vaniſh : the ſubje&t 
thereof 15, the ſtate of the two Covenants or Teftaments ; the Old and 
the New : the firſt worldly and carnall,the other heavenly and ſpiritual; 
the firft the ſhadow, the ſecond the ſubſtance; the firſt had a wor 14!y 
Santtuary,aT abernacle made, with carnall Ordinances, patrerns of hea- 
venly things to come ; which in this yery place is called holy places made 
with hands, which were figures of the true, into which Chrift entred nod, 
but into heaven it ſelfe ; that is, the Holyeſt of all, which was nor made 
manifeſt while the firft Tabernacle was ſtanding, Ver. 8.12. which in this 
place is exprefled by the title of heaxen it ſelfe, not intending the place 
of glory forthe dead Sairits, or hislocall aſcenſion into any ſuperiour 
materiall place, but reſpeQting his Mediation or Offering of himſclfe, 
whereby now (andfor ever) ts appeare in the preſence of God for us : 15s 
ver.25.& 26. further evidence. 

Fittly, by the third heavens and Paradiſe in 2 Cor. 12, 2. 4. is meant 
nothing elſe but ſuch a rapture as Daniel, Panl, lohn,&c.were in,when 
the Lord appcared to them in /Y5ons,to declare wonderfull things unto 
them ; for he that was thus canght np, heard unfpeakable words, which 
was not lawful for man to utter; Ver.14. And for Paradiſe in the other 
place, [ To day ſralt thogþe with me in Paradiſe] If it be taken of any 
condition to be 1n that preſent day, it mult be the ſame he was in him» 
ſelfe ; for he was to be with him, and that was at reft, where the wicked 
ceaſe from troubling, 1ob 4.17, where the priſoners reſt together and hear 
not the voice of the eppreſſour, Ver. 18, If not to reſpe the preſent 
day, or any condition therein, (as is moſt probable) then it muſt be 
meant, (as the Aalefattonr deſired) when he was in his Kingdome, 
which could not be before his ReſurreAtion : therefore, the Malefa- 
Homr could enjoy no ſuch ſonlary beatitude, as from herce is ſuppo= 
ſed, and that before he had received this Kingdome himlelte ; but muſt 
receive the Paradiſe as Chriſt did, by a totall Reſurre&ion : wherefore it 
may well be be wagone of the Saints that roſe again ſoone after Chriſts 
Reſurrection, Aar.28.5 3. 

ObjeR.g., Byfaith Enoch was tranſlated,c>-c Heb.11.5. And Elijah 
went up by a whirl-wind into beauen,2 King.2.11.13:; 

Anlw. This no way helpeth the fancie of the ſoule to a Paradiſe, but 
1ather wholly confounds the conceit ; Elijah lcft his mantle, n his 
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body behind, when heaſcended the fierie charriat,and Enoch was whole 
ly taken up by God,botk tranſlated or changed, and therefore, ſaid; not 
to ſee death, becauſe they did not ſleep in their change: for 1n Scripture 
we reade of a threefold gradation 1n death ; the one fleepipg in corrup- 
tion, which is generall, another ſle:ping but not ſeeing corruption, as 
Chriſts, the laſt a ſudden change, as Pax! faith, Behold, I few you a mye 
fterie, we ſhall not all ſleep, but we ſball all be changed, in a moment, in the 
twinkling of an eye,&c,and ſuchas this, was that of Enoch and Elijah; 
and this may beare the title of death too, for as the other is a mediate, 
this is an immediate change,both end,and meet in one period,mortelity 
{(wallowed up of life. And whereas beforcI affirme, that none ever cx- 
cept Chriſt aſcended into heaven ſince theCreatiou,T mean of thoſe that 
ſept, of whom he was the firſt fruits, x.Cor.15.20; 

Now that I may not ſeen to any,tocontradidt what before I affirm- 
ed concerning the New Heavens and the New Earth,as 1t I ſhould make 
this placeinto which they aſcended, to be the place intended for the 
Saints generally at the Reſwrreion, and ſo overthrow my former aſ- 
ſertions, I ſhall ſhew the difference, which if conſidered, will remove 
the obſcurity : For before, the place intended for the Saints, was cleerly 
proved incorwptible, and exerlafting,wwhereas the place into which they 
aſcended, 1s Corruptible, and ſhall paſſe away, and its place no more be 
found ; ter the Scripture is plaine, they aſcended into Heaven, and as 
plaine the Heavens ſhall be conſumed with fire : But may be, it 1s ſup- 
poſed, that Chriſt and the reſt paſſed the limitgpf the Creation , or that 
the Heavens, except that where heis, (hill be diffolv<d. 

Te wich 1 Anſwer, that the Scripture makes no fuch diſtinRtion or 
difference, but ſaith, the Hcavens ſha!l meltaway ; or import a 
thing by Heaven in thoſe places which ſpeak cven of Chrilts Aſcenſion, 

- thenthe ſame, or part of the ſame meant by Heavens 1n other places 
which ſpeak of the diſſolution. | 
' Further, Reaſon tels us, that he muſt be withinthe compaſle of the 
Creation, for there is no beyond, without it place or being is impoſible; 
Humanity though glorifyed is but a Creature, and why not then with- 
inthe Creation as well as the Angels, creatures as glorious as glorified 
humazity ? (Leke 20. 36.) if a Creature, therefore within the Cre- 
ation, clſe could it not be a Creature, his glorification alters not his 
Creatureſhip ; and the Scripture ſaith, Heaven muſt contain hims 111] the 
reſtitution of all things, Att.3. 31: and every Continent implyeth a cer- 
taine place, and every place malt be matcriall, for »on datur vacuum,and 
every matter maſt jmply creation, clſe it could not be 3 therefore _ 
wit 
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within the Creation. Moreover, his Humanlty not __—_ ubiquit ories 
that is, every where at once,he muſt be in the creation, and in ſome cer- 
taineplace of the creation. 

Now ſecing Heaven in Scripture is frequently uſed,to expreſſe height 
or excellencie of degree or dignity of a thing, (as 1/4.14.12. Heb.6.4. 
AMat.6.32. lohn3.12. Epheſ.2.& 3.10.) and he aſcended upward 
from the Earth into ſome part of the cceleſtiall bodies above, At.1.1 0. 
therefore, without doubt he muſt be in the moſt excellent, glorious,und 
-heavenly part thereof, which isthe Sum, the moſt exce)lent picce of 
the whole Creation, the Epitome of Gods power, conveyour of life, 
growth, ſtrength, and being to every Creature under Heaven, it may be 
with other things, but nothing without it, the brightneſle whereof we 
are Not able to behold at the fartheſt diſtance , and according to the fa- 
mous Cepernichus and Tycho Brahers, it is highelt in ſtation to the 
whole Creation : And itis called by the Learned, Cor Cels, Anima &- 
Oculu munai,Planetarum & Fixarnum Chorag us, Author generationts: 
Fitly tkerefore may 1t be called the Right hand of God, by which 
through Chriſt in him we line, mone, and haze onr being ; for it is that 
which reflefeth the brightnefle, glory, and power of the Creatour up- 
on the Creatures mortall ; his glory muſt of neceſſity be the light, elſe 
light conld not be, therefore it mult be by refleftion, elſe would it be 
too glorious for mortall eyes, we could not fee it and live : hee hath 
drawne a veile (the body of the Sun) before our eyes, that we may 
ftand in his ſhadow and live ; for this light is but his ſhadow, which 
the Sun as a glaſle caſteth upon the Creatures, it fills the Moon, Stars, 
and all Snblunars with as much of his glery as they are able to contain: 
T herefore the chilaren of men put their truſt under the ſhadow of hus 
wings : for with him 1s the fountaine of life, and in hu light we ſhall 
ſee light, Toh. 36. 7.9. yea, \uch glory ishe of, that his ſhadowy is our 
light, wecan ſce him but in part, a glimpſe of his glory filleth our eyes, 
yea the whole werld with light, he « light, and in him 5 no darkxeſſe : 
therefore light muſt comefrom him, or cl{c all would be darke, nay 
were he not, therenever could be Hell, or outer darkyefſe; for ns be- 
ing commeth by withdrawing both of ſhadow and ſubitance ef his 
glory, a great gulfe ſhall be betwixt it and the place of the Saints, that 
1s, there ſhall be ſuch a condenſe interpofition, as nothing ſhall be to 
reflect the brightneſle of his glory upon it , fo that it is impoſſible for 
them to find the light, and for the Saints to fall into the dark. 1t Gods 
glory benetlight, but true light a created matter, then at the diſſolution 
trac light.ſhall be diflolved tor ever, and »s wore place found for it : fo 
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in the New leru/alemthere ſhall beno light, - but the Saints as well as 
the Divels ſhall be in centinuall darknefſe : for there ſhall be no new 
light created for it, implyed in theſe words, it ſhall have no need of the 
Sun nor Moon, but the glory of God ſhall inlightes it, (and that which 
inlightneth muſtneeds be light) and the Lamb i the light thereof, and 
he ſhall be the ſamehe is now, yeſterday and to day the ſame for ever, 
Heb.14.8. Therefore this inlightning glory, or glorious light that he 
dwelleth in now, ſhall bethelight then, diſcovered naked without re- 
fletion,they being enabled to receive it, their corruption having put @n 
incorruption. It God be not true light, the Creation could not be con- 
ſamed with fire ; for if firebe matter created, fire muſt be burnt with 
fire, but that is impoſſible : therefore, Gods glory or light mult be this 
conſuming fire,and not-without reaſon,for bold a Bur ning-glaſſe againſt 
the light of the Sun, and the contracted light meeting witha groſſe 
body, ciuſethit to burnez the reaſon why any thing burneth, 1s by the 
combuſtable groflenes of the body the which contracted light meeteth 
with,whereon it feeds,the corruptionwhereof conſumeth or vaniſheth 
before the purity of the light; for that which we call by the word, fire,is 
nothing but contra1li&ed l11zht, whoſe natureis notto burne, but the heat 
and burninz commeth from the groſſenes of the matter it meets, there- 
fore is it.that a Sea#cole hre is hotter then one. of wood, the coale hotter 
then the flame; So when the true light is diſplayed, or light appeareth 
naked,that 15, when Chrilt appearcth naked, that js, when Chritt com- 
meth to Judgment,clothea with honour and majeſty covered with light as 
with a garment, Pſ/al 104.1.2 (inlightned with the glory of the D-ity,) 
it will be to the Creation a conſwming fire ; elſe might we behold him 
and live: but our corruption 1$ not able to ſtand 1n his light ; for no ſoo- 
ner ihall wevchold it, but we ſhall be changed in the twinkling of an 
eye : and then ſhal-we be enabled,zs Job hath it,#n #5 light to ſee light, 
Ther. fore was it,that the Lord put Hoſes inthe clift of a rocke while hus 
£lory paſſed by ; becaulc hu face (Or naked glory ) was not to be /een,but 
his back parts (or glory through a vaile) »9 man being able to ſee it na- 
ked and live, Exod 33.20.21.22.23. It God were not light,there could 

beneither Sun, Moon,norStars to give ligit,or any light bein the world; 
yea the world could never have been,or could there be any God, orany 

thing : forif God be not light, he muſt be darknefſ: : now darkneſle 1s 

no being, or can give being to any thing, its but a depravation of light z 

z not Cannot be,vr give being : Therefore, to {ay God is not /ight, is to 

ſfay,he 7 not, or any Creation ever was or 1s : fo that /ight is from ever- 

laſting to everlaſtiog 3 As this formed light, or inlightaing ſhaddow is 
- now 
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now the Authour of motion, generation, and ſubſiſtance ; ſo in the be- 
ginning the ſabſtance or tr#e /ight was the beginner,and by it all beings 
had their beginnings : Wherefore, God being true light, 1t followeth, 
true light 1s no creature,or could be created,except God did create him- 
ſelf. And further,that heis light,the miraculous diſcovery of himſelf in 
viſions by /ight doth evidence : as,bis appearance to Moſes in a flame of 
fire, Exo4.3.2. and Ezek, 10.4. his filing the Court with the brightneſſe 
of hs glory,his appearance to Perer in a light, which Sinedin the priſon, 
Att.12.7.andto Panlin a great light, which ſhone round about him, Fur- 
ther,day after day and night after night declare that he is /igbt,for what 
is outer darkyeſſe but deprivation of his preſence ? ſo the abſence of the 
Sun light maniteſts it a deprivation in ſome meaſure of his preſence, the 
ſhaddow of his glory,or retie&ed light ; becauſe then is the fitteſt time 
for conjuration or dealing with Divels, raifng of [þir:ts, or the ikegac- 
cording to Cornelius Agrippa ; their power being greateſt at the farthcſt 
diſtance of his glory, D#abolicall apparitions, or Walkes of Devils in di- 
vers places, arethen only frequent, andthe greater this deprivation is, 
the more formidable,uncough,and terrible it 1s, as a dayly ſhaddow, or 
type of eternall night,or oxter darknes, And when Chriſt both God and 
Man was inthe depth of his paſſion,the Sun was darkened, that he cried 
out,,-y God,my God,why haſt rhou forſaken me ? as if his preſence in that 
Eclipſe had quiteleft him : which plainly implyes, that God x light, 
and darkyeſſethe abſenceot his glory,the which the moreit is, the grea- 
ter is the darkneſle.

Anſw. If that place be compared to what 1s aſcribed tothe fourth 
dayes work,and it will be found noother,as the body of the Snn,which

Therefore;there muſt Chriſt be,or elſe he ſitteth not at theright hand of 
God in all things, or hath immortality dwelling inlight the which no man 
can approach.

9.8, bat was a Parable,to prove,that nothing is more eff:uall for con- 
verſion then the ordinary preaching of the Word by the miniſtration of 
the ſervants of God: Further,theconſequence concerning the ſoul is but 
drawn from the literall fence, in which ſcnce I ſhall deny it canonical 
Scripture ; for it makes in that ſence more for bodies then the ſouls pre- 
ſent being in Heaven or Hell, ver.23.24. and maketh Abrabamthe Fa- 
ther of the Damned, ver. 24.25.27.30. and ver.22. Dives djed and was 
buried;and yet v.23. he lift up hu eyes being in torment, and ſ[ceth Abra- 
ham &-c.and v.25.hecryed for Lazar to dip the tip of his finger to coole 
his tongue; which in the literall ſence thus applycared, muſt a:eds be 
contradiQory,unleſke his exes,tongwe, and Lazarus finger way not buri- 
ed,or their fouls had cerporeall corpulent members, which to conceit is 
ridiculous : Therefore, from this place the Reſarretion of the body be- 
fore the day of Judgment (even as ſoon asa wan is buried) may bet- 
ter be proved, then ſuch a preſent /oularie enterance into Heaven or 
Hell. 
Objeft,14. By which alſo he weut,and preached to themin priſon. 
Anſw. [ By which] that is,by that whereby he was quickened,or rai- 
ſed from the dead ; his divinenature, the God-head ; as the foregeivg 
words (whereon the ſence of thoſe depend) doth evidence, ver.

I: is ſuppoſed (as I conceive) by none, that what naturally procced- 
eth from Man ſimply by the courſe of nature, can be immertall, but 
muſt firſt taſt of mortality : And therefore there are two forts of Opixi- 
ons to maintaine this Heatheniſh Invention about the ſoul, whereon its 
immortality is grounded, whichT ſhall chiefly encounter x the one, that 
it is ercated,and infuſed at the conception,ani ſo only Gods work. The 
other, that it is concepted by the woman through the concurrence of 
the ſeed of both ſexes, but not ſimply. by the courſe of nature, butby.the 
{upernaturall and extraordinary affiſtance er efficacy of God in con- 

” ception 
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ception more then in other creatores : and ſo partly mans, and partly 
Gods work. But that I may utterly demoliſh the re of this In- 
yention,I ſhall turneup the foundation of each kind in its place : But 
firſt I ſhall ſpeak a word or two in generall of Procyearios it ſelf. 

That whole man is generated by man, obſerve : That as the whole 
Tree is potentially in the ſeed, and aftually 1n time ſpringeth from it : 
or a5 many graives of wheat are in one graine virtually, and perfealy 
acuallin time : ſoin theſeed of mankind, is whole man potentially, 
and wholly atuall in time ; or all Adams ſucceſſion, which in time are 


propagated, were wholly in him, life and 11mbs, or as it is more com«« 


mon, ſonle and body. So that whatſoever in time 1s actuall by procrea- 
tion, it was at firſt potentially wholly 1n its original). 

Further, Generatum ſequitur naturam generantu ( He begat a ſonne 
in his owne image, Gen. .3.) 1s not onely philoſophically, but Theolc- 
gically true, Mat.7.16. Job 4.14. Therefore,mortall Adam mult be- 
get mortall children 1 his owne likenefle, foule and body, except the 
ſoul: ws n2 part of his likenefle : For that which is immortall can- 
not generatively proceed from that which is mortall, as Chriſt faith, 
that which « borne of the fleſh is (as it (clfe is, corruptible, mutable ) 
fleſh, lohn3.6. ſo then by this mortall fleſh , cannot be generated an 
immortal! ſpirit, or foule that can ſubſiſt by it ſelfe diflolved from the

bleſſing, or Natures generall inſtin& equally uato all,men and all other 
creatures continue their multiplications and procceations : So that the 
Fowles, Fiſh,&c., have as great and ſpeciall aſſiſtance as Man in their 
conceptions and procreations,cqually mediate and naturall: Therefore, 
if by Mans conception an Angelicall immortall Soul is produRted, fo 
likewiſe isthere the © ike in other creatures. The reſult of all which is 
this, that as Fiſh, Birds, and Beaſts each in their kind procreate their 
kind without any tranſcendency of nature ; So manin his kind begets 
man,corruptible man begets nothing but what is corruptible, not halfe 
morrtall, halfe immortall , halfe Angel, halfe man ; but compleat man 
totally mortall:for through mortall organs immortality cannot be con- 
veyed,ot therein pofſiblyſreſide. 

If it be ſcrupled, that this deſtroyeth the hope of our faith. I Anſwer, 
It doth but remove it froma falſe principle to a true, from a deceitfull 
fancie to an infallible objeR, the Reſurre&ion : For though I aſcribe 
nothing actually to nature, but corruption ; yet potentially I aſcribe 1n- 
corruption 2 as to the kernill of an Apple a Tree may not actually, yet 
potentially be aſcribed : So I grant, that Nature produceth the Seed, 
to which when ſhe hath done her elementary work, even all that ſhee 
can doe, and in all things tranfient finiſhed her courſe, even from that 
corrupted :{ced Chriſt ſupernaturally raiſeth an incortnptible body , 

1Cor.15.36. Thou foole, that which thou ſoweſt ts not quickned, except 
it die ; it 1s (owne in corruption, itis raiſed in incorruption ; it 1s ſowne 4 
natural body,it ut raiſed a ſpiritual body : Therefore nothing of Man can 
be immortal, but what firſt hath ſeen corruption. So that,if that which

Thirdly, if the other Creatures doe not riſe 
againe,then Chriſt (hall not congaer Death, but when it 1s ſaid,O Death 
where x thy ſting, O grave where s thy vittory ? it will be anſwered in 
Beafts,b<cauſe they are ſtill captivated under its bondage: But as by oxe 
man death entered into the world, Ro.5 .12.and by man came acath, by man 
foal come reſurrettion from death,ana the laſt Enemy that ſhall be deftroy- 
edis death, and death ſhall be ſwaltowed up in vittory, 1 Cor.15.21.5 4. 
Thercfore death (hall not retaine them, but they muſt be dclivered out of 
its Jawes. Fourthly,thoſe enſuing Scriptures doe clearly prove it : Col. 
1,15. to the 23. All things were created by him andfor nim, whether they 
be things in Earth,or things in Heaven: and be not removed away from th: 
hepe of the Goſpel,which ye have heard, and which was preached to every 
creature xnder heaven: And Mar,16.15.Goye into all the world, epreach 
the Goſpel toevery creature : that is, Glad tydingy, life and Reſurretion 
from the bondage of corruption to every Creature by Chrilt : therefore, 
is he ſaid to be the Firft borne of every Creature, the Firſt that's borne, 
or raiſed from the Dead: (othat thoſe whereof he is the Firſt, muſt follow, 
that is every creature,elſe could he not be the Firſt borne from the Dead 
of theen all. And Rev.21.5. aftcr the diflolution of allthivgs be faith, 
Behold, 1 make all things New: And Pſ4.104.David reckoning up Men, 
Cattel,&c. ſaith,thow rakeft away their breath, and they aye, thou [enaeſt 
forth thy ſpirit, and reneweſt the face of the earth : and P/al. 102. ſpeak- 
ing of the Heavens, ſaith, 4s a veſture ſhalt thou change them, and they 
ſhall be changed: and 1/a. faith, in the New earth the Wolf and the Lamb 
ſhall feed together ,and the Lion ſhall eat ſlraw like a Bullock: and Pax 
faith, R 8m, Þ 9.20,21.T heexpett ation of thecreature waiteth for the ma- 
nifeftation of the ſons of God: for the creature was made ſubjett to vanity, 
not willingly,but by reaſon of him who bath ſubjefted the ſame in hope: be- 
carnſe the Creature it ſelfe alſo ſpall be delivered from the bondage of cor- 
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ruption,into the glorious liberty of the children of God : for we know that 
the whole Creation groaneth, and traveleth in paine till now. Therefore 
the Goſpel or GladTyadings is untoall, all are under hope, andall things, 
men, beafts,ec. ſhall be made new, or reſtores at the Reſurretion, and 
ſo Death ſpall be ſwallowed mp in vittory, and mortality of life, or Death 
having given up her dead, ſhall be caſt into the Lake, Rev. 20.13.15, 
Thus much by the by : Now toour matter in hand, 

B:it beit granted, that thoſe births are not endowed with reaſonable 
ſoules,y:t doth it not follow,that God createth immediately the ſoule, or 
immediately aſſiſteth nature in its proauttion more then the body : tor this 
is an inſtance out of kind, therefore cannot expe the bleſling of the 
kind,-ut be as it ſelfe is, anzaturalt and curſed: for to the kind 15 requi- 
red Sexes of the kind, and thereto God hath given the bleſſing to beget 
its kind, as well for man to beget perfect man, as for the bealtsto beget 
perk beaſts ; ſo that whatſoever js borne of man naturally, is man, 
though one be ennobled with more excellencics then another. A borne 
Foole would have been a better inſtance ; for if to them rationall Soules 
were denycd, it might be thought, Nature naturally begetteth meere 
irrationall, brutiſh, inhumane bedies, and rationality, or kamanity is 3 
meer ſupernaturall work.

appeure, for all ation is apparant, and they fay it is an immortall ſpirit, 
therefore cannot ceaſe,and if not ceafe,it muſt (hew it ſelf : Now why 
are not Infants then as rationall as others? nay, let me askone 2 ne- 
ſtion,If this endleſle ſoul be forma formanrs,the maker of our bodys; why 
have we not ®endlefſe bodyes ? for exene tale gexerat tale, every like 
brings forth its like ; ſo then, if ene be immortall the other muſt be 1m» 
mortall.

Ergo,it his foul were immediately cre- 
ated, ſo was his body; for he,that is,his Entite,perton,even all that went 
to make him man was formed and (hapen in the womb, both Epithites 
for procreation and not for creation. | | 

Jeb. 20.10.11,22. Haſt thou not poxred me out as milke, ant{curdied 
me like cheeſe ? thou haſt clothed me with Skin and fleſh,andhaſt ſenced me 
with boxes and ſinnues thou haſt granted me life and favoxr, andthy viſi- 
tation hath preſerved my ſpirg. Here 1ob ſcts forth exaQtly the manner 
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of mans procreation, from the a& of generation even to his breathing : 
Firſt,poxred ont as milke, that is, the ſeminary evacuation of both Sexes 
in conjunction <£ then cxrdled me like cheeſe ; that is the Changing of that 
to a grofſer matter,congealed blood: then clothed me with fleſh and skin : 
thatis, the incarnation of that condenſed blood : then fenced me with 
bones and ſinnues ; that is, that carnate matter was formed into humane 
ſhape, and grew into members : then graxtedſt me life : that is, began to 
breath : whence obſerve, that in aſcribing the whole werk to God, he 
dothaſcribe it to one kind only, and net partly mediate, partly imme- 
diate ; for he aſcribeth even the evacuation of ſeed in carnall copulation, 
and the conception of fleſh and bones 1n as high a meaſure, (yea,to take 
away all cavil rather a greater, ) as he doth his life ; poxred, clothed, and 
fencedimply a more ablolute at thengra»ting, which is but a ſuffcrance, 
permiſſion,or afſenting: therefore, his conceprion was meerly and who- 
ly naturall : according to that of Daviad,Pſal.s 1.5. Behold, 1 was ſhapen 
in iniquity, and in fin did my mother conceive me. And to this adde that 
of Zach. 12.1. The Lord formeth the ſpirit of man within him. Whence 
it is clear,that whole man fle/b and ſpirit is a ſecond at, formed inthe * 
wombe ; otherwiſe fleſh as wellas ſpirit muſt de created, which all 
deny.

3. He was made of the ſeed of David according ro the fleſh, 1 Anſwer. 
That it is a diſtin&ion of his manhood from his godhead, agall Inter- 
preters agree.

birth by grace declared each in his kind, the one a meer naturall, the 
other a ſupernaturall work : It is therefore inavoydablely true, other- 
wiſe the Soul cannot be fav<d ; for what is not borne again cannot be 
faved,as the immediate words teſtifre, excepr a man be borne again, he 
cannot enter into the Kingdom of God : Sothen, the ſoul as well as the 
body is born,that is,procecds from the fleſh, except we be born without 
it : Wherefore,they are no more twaine, but one fleſs. 

Thus having found Mans Foundation to be wholy inthe D#f, from 
thence taken,and thither to returne : Let this then be the uſe of all : 
That man hath not wkerewith at all to boaft no more then of dirt under 
his teet,but is provoked wholy out of himſelf, to caſt himſelf wholy on 
leſus Chrift with whom in God exr lives are hid, that when he who «s 
onr life (hall appeare, he might alſo with him appeare in glory, to 
whom be the honour of our immortality for ever, and for ever. Amen
